How Yeast Works, 

The growth of the yeast plant is so 
rapid that its individual cells can be 
peel under the-nticroscope to spring up 
as buds upon the parent cell and to 
grow to full size. These presently give 
off buds themselves that expand in 
like manner. In the case of the yeast 
plant the cells remain attached to each: 
other and thus form branches of elon- 
fated cells fixed end to end. In other 
cases thé buds. dre off, so that the 
plant never takes any definite shape, 
but remains as'a mass of tree cells. 
If a new cell be. formed every minute 
by each of the cells present you may 
caleulate thé number that will be pro- 
duced in an hour. Thus at the end of 
the frst minute there wlll be two, in 
two minutes four, In three minutes 
eight, and so on. In five minutes there 
will be {hirty-two, in ten minutes the 
number will have Increased to 1,024, 
and in fifteen: minutes there will be

i. G. Acheson, of Niagara Falls, 
while he was searching for the best 
clay to make crucibles, read thé state- 
ments in the fifth chapter of Exodus 
about the use ef straw and stubble in 
the manufacture of aneient Egyptian 
bricks. He procured some straw, had 
it boiled and mixed the dark red liquid 
thus obtained with clay, He found 
that the plasticity was greatly  in- 
creased. Investigation showed that 
tannin was the active agent, and when 
he treated other clay with a solution 
of tannin i water he obtained sur- 
prising results. The strength and 
plasticity’ ot the clay are increased 
and thé tendency to shrink and warp 
is greatly reduced. In this. process 
sun drying {ts far superior to burn- 
ing, and in ten days the clay is better 
tempered than {in months or even 
vears by the old process.—New York 
World.

A mathematician can construct a 
curve of speed, just as an astronomer 
plots a comet's motion. - 

A curve is sought that will pass 
through as many of the points as pos- 
sible, or close to them, and the con- 
tinuation of this curve across lines 
indicating future years shows the 
best answer to the main question 
that the facts warrant. 

If the curve proves to be a hyper- 
bola, it: will afford confidence in the 
accuracy of the sulution, for a prop- 
erty of the hyperbola is that it con- 
stantly approaches bul never reaches

It is now 
possible to pass the curve of a hyper- 
bola through the record points of 
Trouble in 1826, Dutchman in 1839, 
Nancy Hanks in 1892, and Lon Dillon 
in 1908. This curve will be within 
a few seconds of many other records 
in which the time was notably re- 
duced. 

The notable records of Maud 
in 1881 and 1884, 
sulky, are 21% to 8% seconds ahove 
the curve, which would indciate that 
the change to the pneumatic sulky 
will account for this measure of tho 
improvement. 

This curve places the ultimate limit 
of trotling speed at a mile’ in 63% 
seconds, which, though constantly ap- 
proached, will never be reached ac- 
tually, and it indicates the minute 
and a half mark as two centuries 
away.--Scientifie American.
